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First Indictment in 
the Golden Dragon Case 


The arrest and indictment of a young person 


allegedly connected with the Colden Dragon 
Restaurant shootout created much interest and 
discussion in the Chinatown community last week. 

We are not going to _ comment on his guilt or 
innocence，or the scope of his allegedq involvement. 
The court will decidqe that. Nor wouldq we speculate 
on whether the case will ultimately be solved, for we 
honestly do not know. 

However, after waiting for more than half a year， 
and with a sizable reward dangling in front for all to 
see，oOUuUr community was about to give up on ever 
seeing the case solved. This pathetic attitude lead to a 
passive acceptance of the status guo in Chinatowa 一 
which encourages the existence and growth of 
underworld elements. Not a pretty prospect at all. 

The arrestand indictment have shown the residents 
in our community that the police and city officials are 
still interested in the case, that they are concerned 
with gang and related problems in Chinatown，and 
that they will not allow the _ Golden Dragon 
Restaurant horror to just fade away， 

And for this reason，it is an encouraging news 
item .

Elderly Chinese men and 
women，students from a Chinese 
school， real estate agents and 
Chinatown property-owners，S0O- 
cial ， agency ， workers， and  a 
handful of city bureaucrats 一 
more than 150 persons 一 jammed 
into a room at the “了 .” 

The marathon meeting of the 


Chinatown “Citizens Advisory 
Committee，an ad hoc group 
which aims to advise city 


planners, droned on for more than 
three and a half hours，as more 
than 20 persons addressed the 
gathering， 

POOR 

The” meeting，was called to 
discuss a Preliminary Plan for 
construction of three new build- 
ings that would house elderly and 
poor Chinatown residents， 
schools, meeting halls，and small 
businesses. 

The sites include a large，two- 
story building with businesses on 
the _ ground floor and residences 
above at 935-945 Stockton Street; 
two small parking lots on Joice 
Street; and the ”Kuomintang 
(Chinese Nationalist Party) ,and 
Ning Yang Family Association 
buildings，at 818-848 Stockton 
Street. 

Moira So from the Department 
of City Planning，and Robert 
Reece _ from the Redevelopment 
Agency，explained in short open- 
ing statements that the proposed 
Sites for new construction were 
Selected because of their “low 
jntensity of development,”their 
large size (ample to erect a large 
number of housing units) and 
their locations adjoining open 
Spaces. 

“7012” 

Practically all of those who 
spoke in favor of the plan for new 
construction stressed the long- 
unmet need for decent and 
affordable housing for local 
elderly and poor persons, 

To bolster their arguments， 
some referred to HUDSsS 1970 
“701” housing study that docu- 
mented the “Chinatown com- 
munity need for 2,300 ”new 
housing units and the rehabilita- 
tion of about 1,950 existing units 
within 10 years， 

Others sharply criticized the 
Planning department and redev- 
elopment officials as :useless 
bureaucrats who get paid for 
talking but never take action to 
improve housing conditions here. 

And one elderly，coatless man， 
-Wearing a white shirt and 
suspenders, aptly summed up the 
disappointment of thousands of 
elderly community residents， 

“At this rate,”he said,“we'll all 
be dead before anything is done.” 


APPLAUSE 
This refrain，which has been 
voiced ， repeatedly .at similar 


meetings in Tecent years， Was 
greeted first with a.short burst of 
laughter， then with prolonged 
applause. 

Almost all of those opposing the 
Plan were either Property-oOwners 
OI real estate agents， They cited 
polluted air，Pparking problems， 
noise，and even Dreservation of 


Chinese history as reasons for their 
"qisapproval. 

John V，Wong，a local real 
estate agent and president of the 
recently-formed “Chinese ”Real 
Estate _ Association of America， 
chided the redevelopment plan- 
ners .for wasting time discussing 
locations that'were not suitable for 
elderly “persons. He offered 
Portsmouth Square as the best 
area for new housing for the 
elderly. 

His appeal was received with 
angry cat cajlls from the audience， 


ALTERNATE 

In an interview last Thursday， 
Wong said that 10 of 27 land- 
owners in the survey area who 
responded to his' survey opposed 
the “proposed sites for new 
construction. Wong produced a 
“personal , proposal” for three 
alternate construction sites 一 two 
parking lots on _ Washington Street 
facing Portsmouth Square and a 
garage on Pacific Street west of 
Grant Avenue He said he sent 
copies of the document to Super- 
visors Quentin Kopp and Gordon 
Lau and planning director Rai 
Okamoto， 

Asked why he failed to contact 
the owners of these properties to 
determine 让 they were interested 
in his proposal，Wong claimed he 
didnthave the time， 


Pius Lee, the suave president of 


the “Chinese Property ”Owners 
Association, said that the Stockton 
Street_ area _ was too_ commercial- 
ized and too: expensive for new 
construction sites: He proposed 
the Survey area 一 which includes 
atwo-block area roughly bounded 
by Sacramento，Powell，Wash- 
ington and Stockton Streets 一 
should be expanded to the 旨 lat 
areas in North Beach. He said he 
knew property owners in that area

ASalvation Army spokesperson， 
said he opposed the sites，since 
Stockton Street was already too 
congested，and because housing 
projects in” that area would 
jincrease local crime，、He added

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KPIX-TV Special Frustrates 
Minorities,，But Mayors Make News

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Alive 
KPIX-TV special to showcase the 
gripes of minorities in the Bay 
Area，Imay have frustrated the 
minority panelists，but it did 
produce some newsworthy com- 
ments by three Bay Area mayors 
last Thursdqay evening. 

In answer to a question from 
Henry Der，executive director of 
Chinese for Affirmative Action， 
Mayor George Moscone indicated 
that he fully supports credits for 
current CETA workers to assist 


them in getting permanent civil 


service jobs. 

Moscone also said he “wel- 
comed” legal action by com- 
munity groups to achieve affir- 
mative action， because “they 
allow us to work against the 
rules.” 

LEVELS 

“Once you bring in the federal 
courts and the government，the 
rules are different and mayors. . . 
like myself . . . are able to move 
minorities into all levels,”stated 
the mayor. 

- When minority advocates on 
location in Oaklandq got in their 
two cents”worth，Mayor Lionel 
Wilson became very defensive 
about his citys minority hiring 
record. However， Wilson did 
admit to questioner Serena Chen 
of Concerned Asians of Oakland

that-he was in “vigorous agree- 
ment”with her that Asians arent 
“getting their fair share” of 
construction jobs， 

Wilson，in the heat of debate 
during the hour-long program， 
misunderstood Chens question， 
She was pointing out that Asians 
Teceive onljy 2.7 percent of 
language-training funds， while 
they are approaching 10 percent 
of the population. Wilson had met 
earjlier in the day with Chen and 
other Asians about construction 
jobs and he thought she was 
Speaking to that issue. 

COMPLAINTS 

After the “program ended， 
Wilson talked briefly in the KPIX 
studio with this reporter about 
Oakland redevelopment and the 
Hong Kong/USA project， Wilson 
said he was- sympathetic to com- 
munity complaints about “outside 
People" and foreign capital. He is 
clearly disturbed that a develop- 
ment with myriads of small shops 
will bring in more outside people， 
but not significantly ease Oak- 
lands huge unemployment prob- 
lem . 

The Oakland mayor also 
Tevealed that he is having 
problems with employers regard- 
ing job training programs， 了 m- 
ployers _ are willing to provide 
chunks of jobs，but they dont 


want to train the people. Wilson's 


CETA program is being thwarted 
by businessmen who fear the red 
tape ， of _ government Projects. 
“They're afraid of the paper work， 
even though weve offered them 
technical assistance,” Wilson said , 

According to Serena Chen of 
Concerned Asians, there is about a 
50 percent minority work force on 
pubjlic works projects in Oakland. 
Asians coOmprise only 1.9 percent 
of the force，while their popula- 
tion is about 10 percent. 

SOCIAL 

Mayor Janet Hayes of San Jose 
responded to complaints from her 
communities on the need for social 
policy Plank in government and 
the need for more minority 
promotion and employment. She 
pointed out that her city has had 
two hiring freezes and a low 
employee turnover. Hayes，]jlike 
Wilson，became very defensive 
when she received a frontal verbal 
assault from a minority leader. 
Moscone, for the most part，kept 
his cool. 

The ambitious Prime-time Pro- 
gram was an experiment for the 
local Westinghouse-owned sta- 
tion. Anchorman Dave MocEIl1- 
hatton had to coordinate three 
reporters and 24 panelists in live 
hookups in three cities，and three 
verbose mayors in San Francisco. 

Clearly，there were too many 
panelists and about half of them 
were allowed only the briefest 
time to voice their concerns. The 
three ITeporters were lucky to 
escape with their scalps when the 
disgrunted panels disbanded. 
KPIX is to be commended for 
making the effort in prime time， 
but next time we hope there w 这 
be fewer guests，more control of

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APROPOSALTO BREAK 
THETAIWAN STALEMATE

NEW YORK，N.Y.， (PNS) 一 
Normalization of relations with 
Peking has been a major declared 
objective of American diplomacy 
ever since the 1972 Shanghai 
comrmunique. Yet Dearly six years 
after _ President Nixon's dramatic 
visit, President Carter, like his two 
Republican predecessors，is mov- 
ing with great caution on the 
China front. 

Faced with vocal opposition to 
U.S. acceptance of Peking's three 
conditions for normalization 
(abrogation of the U.S. - Taiwan 
Security Treaty，de-recognition of 
Taipei and the withdrawal of U.S， 
forces), the White House has been 
playing fortime, giving Priority to 
other controversial foreign pojlicy 
problems， 

As the options have been posed 
so far, the United States confronts 
an all-or-nothing choice between 
the indefinte postponement of any 
movement toward normalization 
on the one handqd and a single， 
great leap to_ full recognition of 
Peking on the other， 

However， there is another 
course of action open to the Carter 
administration . 

CLAIMS 

The United States couldq take a 
meaningful transitional step now 
by de-recognizing Taiwan's 
claims to jurisdiction over the 了 上 ast 
China Sea continental shelf， This 
would reinforce the U.S. commit- 
ment to the “One China” 
Principle implicit in the Shanghai 
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communique while also setting the 
stage for an orderly normaliza- 
tion PITocess. 

The issue of title to the 
continental shelf has acquired 
great legal and pojitical impor- 
tance _ because Taipei has made 
far-reaching ， seabed- boundary 
claims based on its premise that 让 
represents all of China， 

American action redefining the 
United States position with respect 
to the shelf wouldq, in any case, be 
3a necessary accompaniment to 
normalization，even 计 让 were not 
taken in the interim. Until now， 
the United States has treated 
Taipei and Peking as co-equal 
disputants in regional controver- 
sies over the sheljf, but this posture 
of studied ambiguity could no 
longer be sustained following a 
withdrawal of recognition from 
Taipei. 

OIL 

The question of who owns the 
shelf is an urgent one for economic 
as well as diplomatic reasons. 
Geological studies show that .the 
East China Sea may contain 
substantial reserves of oil and gas. 
Taiwan views petroleum as a 
Possible key to its future autonomy 
and has staked out offshore 
concessions in vast stretches of the 
shelf that overlap with areas 
claimed not only by China，bnut 
also by Japan，North Korea and 
South Korea. (See map.) 

But the most Piomising con- 
cessions Taipei claims are located 
far from the island of Taiwan in 
areas of great political sensitivity， 
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and exploration so far has been 
limited to _ seismic _ studies， In 
economic terms，the continuing 
impasse over the shelf，based on 
Taiwan's pretensions that it speaks 
for all China， has meant a virtual 
paralysis of oil and gas explora- 
tion. 

More importantly， the shelf 
controversy ， could become an 
explosive focal point of potential 
conflict. Should Peking wish to 
force the pace of the Taiwan issue， 
harassment of Taipeis drilling rigs 
now operating in the Taiwan 
Strait would offer a _ convenient 
way to do so without risking a 
full-scale military confrontation . 

LOGICAL 

Given the American decision in 
1972 to deal with Peking as the de 
facto_ government of the main- 
land, it would be a logical and 
appropriate _ extension of U.S. 
policy in 1978 to treat Peking as 
the only legitimate representative 
of Chinese claims in regional 
offshore boundary disputes involv- 
ing Japan，South Korea，North 
Korea，the Philippines，Malaysia 
and Vietnam . 

It is Peking,，as a continental， 
coastal state，that can assert that 
“natural prolongation”-Principle 
in _ the name of China under 
international ljaw, As a Sovereign 
island republic making no claims 
to the mainland，Taiwan would 
not have a legal rationale for 
claiming most of the seabed areas 
that it now seeks to claim. And as 
a province of China，autonomous 
or otherwise, Taipei would not be 
likely to- have responsibility for 
offshore exploration beyond close- 
in areas_ immediately adjacent to 
its shores, 

Both before and after normali- 
zation，the United States should 
take the position that Taipei is not 
competent to assert offshore 
jurisdiction on the basis of its 
claim to the mainland and that 
the extent of its seabed boundar- 
ies will eventually have to be 
negotiated with Peking within the 
framework of some form of "One 
China” formula，This could be 
done ，through wel-publicized 
advice to oil companies rather 
than through formal diplomatic 
pronouncements, but there should 
be no remaining doubt as to where 
Washington stands. 

AMBIGUOUS 

If the United States maintains. 
its present deliberately ambiguous 
policy of treating Peking and 
Taipei as co-equal disputants 训 
conflicts with .neighboring coun- 
tries， it could well be inter- 
preted by Peking and Taipei alike 
as jndicative of a lingering 
attachment to a “Two China- 
policy or to the idea of a sovereign 
Taiwan co-equal with the main- 
land in international law. Such 
ambiguity adds to the danger that- 
Taiwan might declare itself an 
independent republic in response 
to _a U.S normalization move. 
Conversely, a clearly defined 避 .S. 
Posture would encourage Taipei 
to relingquish its offshore claims， 
promoting a_ climate of accomo- 
dation with the mainland in 


”which the risks of a U.S. military 


withdrawal from Taiwan would 
be reduced. 

Pending an accommodation 
with Peking regarding its offshore 
jurisdiction, Taipei and its foreign 
partners could continue to explore 
in redefined ”concession areas 
located within 50 miles or some 
such distance from the island.

E1Capitan Documentary

The moon，like a 和 igantic 
spaceship, glides slowly across the 
sky and disappears behind the 
mountain. In the distance in the 
daylight on the side of El Capitan， 
a man，the bottom pouch of a 
pendulum， scrambles _ left and 
right like a bug scraping itself at 
the end of one strand of a spider's 
web. 

Abird, buffeted by crosswinds， 
slams into the side of the mountain 
and Imisses its aerie refuge by 
inches. A climber swings back and 
forth，barely short of the crevasse 
that will enable him to surmount 
an .impassable section -of the 
mountain. In exultatious moments 
both man and bird achieve their 
goals. 

These are some of the breath- 
taking images from the one-hour 
mountain-climbing documentary 
“了 上 1 Capitan.” Anyone who has 
been to Yosemite Park knows 
the majesty of the 3000-foot 
Vertical rock face that stands at 
the entrance to the valley， First 
climbed in 1960，El1 Capitan has 
Subsequently “been “conquered 
through various routes，but the 
filmmakers chose to document the 
first route to be climbed, “the 
Dose.” 

SUPREME 

“Conquered”is not the right 
Word for negotiating a mountain 
like EL Capitan， since .the 
mountain remains supreme and 让 
is the mountain climnbers who 
Imust conquer themselves. The 
古 lIming of "FEI Capitan”was done 
over a period of eight weeks and 
actually involved numerous as- 
cents of . various portions of the 
route， rather than one ascent 
filmed in its entirety. 

Made in 16 mm,“EI Capitan” 
uses modified radio microphones 
to record sound over long 
distances， This gives the film a 
realistic，on-the-scene sound. 
While some of the dialogue is 


ditficult to hear，the imagery is 


enough to keep one riveted to'the

What comes across is a 
Subjective feeling of what goes 
through the minds of the climbers. 
Director and editor Fred Padula

e The first haljf of “Straight 
Time”…has a stark documentary- 
like realism that underscores the 
terrible pressures that face the 
ex-con. Dustin Hoffman is explo- 
sive as the newly-released convict 
who tries to assume a regular life 
on the outside,， but who is at the 
mercy of an unfeeling，vindictive 
parole office (J. Emmett Walsh). 

At first，Hoffman plays a man 
who is the victim，but the mood 
changes when Hoffman erupts like 
a volcano and becomes the 
Victimizer.， The movie becomes 
amoral，like“Thieves Like Us”or 
“Badlands,” a picaresque jaunt 
with hardened criminals doin 
what they do best: robbing， 
hurting those who love them and 
dying violently.
